A trip to Southern Florida and back 
in live days, including a 24-hours' stay in 
Atlanta, is going some, but that is what 
this exceptionally poor traveler did last 
week. It was our intention to remain 
longer in the "Land of Sunshine and 
Flowers," but a combination of circum- 
stances prohibited the carrying out of 
our purpose as we had mapped out 
"Man proposes and God disposes," you 
know. Anyway, we had a satisfactory 
and altogether pleasant trip. Our ob- 
jective point was Orlando, a delightful 
little city of some 8,000 inhabitants, 
about 150 miles south of Jachsonville, 
which latter city is, 
the gateway to Florida. 

Orlando, which we presume got its name 
from the character in the Shakespearean 
play, "As You Like It," is in the South- 
Central portion of Florida, and is one of 
the busiest, cleanest, prettiest and best 
little cities in that State, noted for its 
beautiful towns. It is probably 35 miles 
from the Atlantic and 75 from the Gulf, 
and the ocean breezes make the climate 
well-nigh perfect the year 'round. The 
winters arc delightful beyond the power 
of this pen to tell, while the summers 
are not so severely hot as they are inCen- 
tral Kentucky. Tourists of the North 
cheerfully testify to Orlando's splendid 
climate, for. in winter, or in what they 
term the tourist season, 1,000 to 0,000 
gather there in order that they may 
escape the cold blasts that they are sure 
to encounter almost anywhere else. 

Besides being a tourist town, Orlando 
is a manufacturing center of no mean 
pretentions and is the seat of Orange 
county, the banner citrus growing coun- 
ty of the State. Some S.OOO.OOO or more 
boxes of oranges, grape fruit, tangerines 
and < he like were shipped out of Florida 
last season and of this number Orange 
county erowers shipped over a million. 
The crop this year is most promising, 
and as California's crop was killed last 
winter, prospects for Hie Florida grove 
owners are most nattering. They will 
have a big crop and prices will be high. 

Citrus fruit from Orange county com- 
mands the best prices on the market, be- 
cause of its superior quality. There 
is something in the soil that maxes the 
oranges grown there sweeter and better 
flavored than can be found in any other 
county. 

Truck gardening is another big indus- 
try in which Orange county leads. Ma- 
ny thousands of cars of fresh vegetables 
are shipped North during the winter and 
from this source much revenue is de- 
rived. 

We mentioned above that Orlando was 
a manufacturing center. There is there 
an iron foundry, employing many skill- 
ed workmen; a bo:ler factory.with a big 
pay roll; a patent medicine concern, 
which gives employment to a large force; 
a cigar factory, which turns out daily 
many hundred boxes of clear Havanas, 
several planing mills and one enterprise 
known as the Novelty Works, where a 
great deal of fancy wood work is turned 
out.

who come as guests to the "City Beau- 
tiful," which Orlaudo has justly been 
dubbed, enterprise 
and are operating hotels, 
rooming houses to the number of fifty or 
sixty, some of the former ranking with 
the best in the country. The San Juan, 
an immense, six-story, brick structure, 
covering more ground than the court- 
house square in Richmond, can take 
care of 500 guests and do its handsome 
ly. The Wyoming, The Lucerne, The 
St. Charles and the The Tremont 
others quite as wbii equipped, but are 
not so commodious. No one leaves Or- 
lando for the reason that he cannot be 
cared for. Were the hustling citizens 
told of even the probability of such a 
thing occurring, the erection of addi- 
tional hotels would follow post haste. 
Anil the beauty of it is, you can get any 
kind of accommodations you want. If 
your jeans are loo well filled with filthy 
lucre. Mine Host Harry Beeman, of the 
San Juan, could divorce you from some 
of your surplus by givingyou a suite at 
say $15 to $25 per day. On the contra- 
ry, if you want reasonable board you can 
get it at $8 to $15 per week. There are 
prices and accommodations within the 
reach of all. Try and see for^your- 
seir. 

Orlando is a peculiar place in that 
there are 15 fresh water lakes in her 
imits. Some of these are 
beautiful. Lake Lucerne being 
something like the lake in Switzerland 
beating the same name. Then there 
are Lake Eola, Lake Minnie, Lake Con- 
cord, Lake Ivanhoe, Lake Highland, 
from which the city gets her supply of 
water, and others, all pretty and clear 
and teeming with fish of many varieties. 
There are 1,100 clear water lakes in the 
county. Lake Apopka, 24 miles long, 
lies partly in Orange. 

Orlando is the best paved and bricked 
city in Florida and probably in the Uni 
ted Slates. The pavemenu. which are 
almost perfect, are built of hectagonal 
blocks.artistically laid, while the street* 
•re paved with vitrified brick that cost 
four cents apiece and were considered 
bought at a bargain at that. They are 
swept twice daily and the place from 
center to circumference reminds one of 
Spotless Town," so scrupulously clean 
it is. 

During the less than twenty months 
that have elapsed since we left Orlando, 
where it was our pleasure to live for two 
years, there has been marked improve- 
ment. Business houses and homes have 
arisen mushroom-like and there is evi- 
dences of prosperity on every hand. 
Over 500 creditable buildings have been 
erected and the population has increas- 
ed from 5,000 to nearly 8,000. Its citi- 
zenship is cosmopolitan and a magnifi- 
cent one it is. Thereare no factions pol- 
itically or socially and all alike join in 
the effort to make Orlando bigger and 
belter, as well as make it pleasant and 
appealing for all who enter the city's 
domain. We never saw a warmer-heart- 
ud, better people, nor one more respon- 
sive to all things that portend to gener- 
al good. 

An idea of how property is advancing 
there is shown in this: In December, 
1911, twenty months ago, we wrote for 
the Reporter-Star, with which we were 
i hen associated, a brief notice of sale 
of a vacant lot, 00x150 leet, in the heart 
of the city, for $ 19,000. Many thought 
the price was ridiculously high, while 
the wiseacres said it was a mistake of 
the paper. Less than three months ago 
that same piece of ground changed 
hands at $30,000. And this is only one 
of the many instances where Orlando 
dirt has increased to double its value in 
two years. Upon the lot above referred 
to there is being erected a four-story 
business house, to be used as a depart- 
ment store, and which will cost about 



$150,000. 

The little city by a considerable ma- 
jority adopted the commission form of 
government the day we were there. It 
remains to be seen whether • the legal 
voters of the "City Beautiful" acted 
wisely in casting their ballots. The 
question is one to which we have given 
little or no thought, but are confident it 
is a debatable one. 

Orlando, which is not much larger 
than Richmond, has two thrivinr daily 
papers and three weeklies. The Report- 
er-Star, which is the oldest daily in South 
Florida, is edited by Mr. George C. Kel- 
ler, formerly of Harrodsburg, but more 
recently of the Interior Journal, Stan- 
ford. He was an understudy of Col. W. 
P. Walton, who spent a portion of last 
week in Richmond. We are glad to say 
that Mr. Keller is "making good" in all 
that the slang phrase implies. His pa- 
per is a strong one. a booster for Florida 
and its influence for good is felt far be- 
yond the confines of the county in which 
it is published. 

We have been asked if it were not 
very warm in Flarida at this season. It 
is not. On the contrary, it is far more 
pleasant in Orlando in summer than it 
is in this part of Kentucky. The mer- 
cury goes just as high there, but then 
there is almost always a delightful sea 
breeze, which not only makes lifebeara 
ble, but very much worth living. Then I 
too it rams nearly every day in the hot- 
test season, and this is agreathelp from 
the standpoint of comfort. 

A great State is Florida already, but 
we believe the day is coming when she 
will rank with the best in the bunch. 
The largest in point of territory east of 
the Mississippi river and with fewer peo- 
ple than live in the city of St. Louis, 
she has not yet attained her growth in 
population or industry, but the day is 
coming, and by leaps and bounds, vhen 
the Peninsular Stale will be hailed as 
"the first, the last, the best; the land of 
prosperity and plenty." So mote it be !

The compensation of the post 
master at this office was $243.00 for the 
last fiscal year. 

Age limit, 21 years and over on the 
date of the examination, with the ex- 
ception that in a Stale where women 
are declared by statutes to be of full 
age for all purposes at 18 years, women 
18 years of age on the date of examina- 
tion will be admitted. 

Applicants must reside wuhin the 
territory suppled by the post office for 
which the examination is announced. 

The examination is open to all citi- 
zens of the United States who can com- 
ply with the requirements.
